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Becomes a Law Over Cleve 


laud's Veto. 


PKESIDBNT'S POWJBtt DISCUSSE 


He is Cliargea With Overriding1 th 


Law—Utter Disregard for His 


Oath of OJlice. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The senate to 


day passed the river and harbor bi 
over the Preaident'a veto by a vote of 5 
to 5. This waa the laet step in makio 
the bill effective, and it is now a law 
The vote waa taken after three hours o 
spirited debate, daring which the PresS 
dent was criticised aod defended, the 
remarks at times being directly and bit 
terly personal. The opposition to the 
veto was expressed by senators Vest 
Sherman, Pettigrew, Hawley and But 
ler, while the veto was defended by 
Senators Vilas, Hiil and Bate. 


Mr. Sherman said he would vote to 


paaa the bill over the veto, because the 
improvement of the waterways of the 
country wae one of the most important 
branches of national development, and 
one in which oth«r great nations were 
showing even greater advance than the 
United States. Moreover, the legisla- 
tive branch was given the exclusive 
right "to appropriate money." 


"It is time to curb thia daily exerciu, 


of the veto power," declared Air. Shor- 
man. "It is a moat extreme power and 
a dangerous one unless exercised only 
in the moat extreme caeee involving con- 
stitutional questions. .But this wise re- 
striction ia set aside, and we have a 
veto every week or BO, every day or so." 


Mr. Hmith, Democrat of New Jersey, 


said this discuaaion of the veto power 
waa not new. Aa a result of personal 
inquiry at the engineer department, he 
waa able to state that this bill contained 
appropriationa of $10,500,000 for pro- 
jects which had not been approved by 
the government engineers, and f 1,500,- 
000 for projects which the engineers had 
reported BB unworthj. 


Mr. Vilfta said tbat the bill contained 


important appropriations for his state, 
but he could not bring himself to the 
conviction that this great burden should 
be added to the distressed shoulders of 
the people of the country. He regarded 
the criticisms of the veto by Mr. Veat 
.as excessively minute and inconsequen- 
tial. The appropriatlona of thia con- 
gress would exceed $500,000,000 before 
reaching the river and harbor bill. Con- 
gress had come to dealing with vast 
auins aa lightly as would eome oriental 
prince who had no comprebeneion of 
values. The appropriations of the pres- 
ent congress would outstrip those of the 
congress which became famous as the 
"billion-dollar congreaB." 
Where waa 


the money coming from? asked Mr. 
Vilae. Was it coming from more tax- 
ation or more bonds? 


"Of course, the secretary of the treas- 


ury will have to stop paying when he 
lias no more money to pay with," ex- 
claimed Mr. Vilaa, "but ia it the desire 
of this congress to drive the treasury 
into bankruptcy? 
The aenator from 


Ohio (Sherman) appealed for more reve- 
nue, as though realizing revenue waa 
some legislative trick." 


Instead of that, he eaid, more reve- 


nue meant mare taxation auckuu with 
the tremendous force ot law from the 
produce of labor, and burning deeper ' 
the etripea into the shoulders of labor.' 
Because of Una recklessness of expendi- 
ture he would vote to sustain the veto. 


Mr. Berry, Democrat of Arkansas, 


while deprecating extravagant appro- 
priations, regretted that tho attacks 
should be 
directed against the bill 


which most benelittod tho agricultural 
classes. 


Mr. Pettigrew, Republican of South 


Dakota, in expressing the belief that 
the time hail come for the constitu- 
tional amendment limiting the veto 
Ewer, made A violent attack on the 


esnlent. 
"The present occupant of the White 


House," continued Mr. Pettigrew, "ia 
not content with the violation of the 
constitution by the exercise of the veto 
power alone, but with utter disregard of 
hie sacred oath of ollice as well as of tbe 
constitution, he overrides tho laws, in- 
fluences cougrcBamen with patronage, 
enriches his favorites at the public ex* 
peuse—in fact, permits no restraint but 
his imperial will. He has refused to 
enforce the laws of congress so often 
that tho liet of violations is next only to 
the vetoes. 


"He has sold bonds at private sale, 


to his favorites and former associates, 
upon terms at a price many millions of 
dollars below the market price of the 
bonds on the day of such private sale. 
In view of these facts, it is time for con- 
gress to give eome attention to these 
usurpations. If this government is to 
survive we can no longer look with in- 
difference upon the snameful autocracy 
of Grover Cleveland." 


Mr. Bate, Democrat of Tennessee, sup- 
ported the veto and opposed the bill. 
The issuance of bonds waa behind this 
measure, he said, or else a tariff bill 
which would overtop oven the McKlnley 
bill. 


Mr. Stewart, Populist of Nevada, op- 


posed the veto hecaiiee he 
thought 


river and harbor improvements were 
meritorious. 


Mr. Hawley supported the bill aiid 


pointed out ita general features of merit. 
"I am sorry to lind the President domi- 
nated by this sad spirit ot pessimism," 
said Mr. Hawley. "There ia no deca- 
dence of tbe lovo and reaped of our peo- 
ple for their government. 
Millions of 


men are ready to lay down their lives 
for their country. I do not think the 
President of the United States might 
lightly matte thie remark," 


Mr. Hill upheld the veto power, de- 


claring that the fine dietmctioua and 
limitations which bad been stated were 
in the brains of senators, but not in the 
constitution. 
Senators 
had 
quoted 


Jackeson, bat Mr. Hill reminded them 
that Old Hickory himself inaugurated 
the vetoing of river and harbor bills and 
In 1832 interposed the tlret veto of such 
a measure. 


In conclusion Mr. Hill offered a reso- 


lution proposing an amendment to tbe 
constitution providing that tho Presi- 
dent may veto a specific item of an ap- 
propriation bill without vetoing the en- 
tire bill. 


Mr. Butler, Populist of North Caro- 


lina, spoke of the Presidential UBO of 
patronage to inlluence legislation and 
elections. This, with tho veto power, 
made tbe President an autocrat more 
dangerous than a king of England could 
ever be. 


This closed the eppech making and the 


vote waa taken, resulting in tbe passage 
of the bill over the President's veto— 
yeaa 50, nays 5. 


Mr. Sherman desired to go on with

A complaint from J. J. Ouok against 


A. B. GlflBBCOck, proprietor of theHenti- 
Dtil hotel, in regard to soliciting patron- 
ORO from Btairo paBaongera, waa road; 
alao a complaint from GlaEBcoek in re- 
Kiird to the agent of Cook soliciting 
jmaBen^ora in the valley, and a politico 
iieking to hnve an agent of tho ata^e 
voinpuny appointed in tho valloy which 
would be entirely eoparate from either 
hotel. 


The report of the executive committee 


waa read at leiiuth. Governor Budd 
eaid that too much etock had boon per- 
mitted to run looae in the valley, and 
tlmt in future if any stock waa allowed 
to run loose in tho valley, tlmt the own- 
era ot the stock would huve to eoll hay to 
campera at a very low Hgure to even up 
with what feed their stock ate, which 
naturally belongs to campers. The Gov- 
ernor also eaye that too many large treea 
had been allowed to he cut down for 
lire wood for hotels, and in future hn 
recommended the guardian to have 
charge of all cutting of trees and tho 
wood sold to the bottle at low figures. 


The by-la WB eay that nil rente re- 


ceived from hotela, etc., in the valley, 
must he used to clear the valley, and be 
uaud on roade, etc. Hence the Gover- 
nor recommends that the hotels be 
charged leea rent than heretofore and 
the leaaeea be compelled to keep them 
in repair, and what rent ia received he 


'; into a fund for beautifying the val- 
instead of paying out more money 


every year for repaira on hotela not re- 
ceived from rentd. 


Governor Budd favors amending the 


by-lawB which give the executive com- 
mittee BO much power and putting more 
power with the whole commission. He 
also favors a new plan by which the 
hotels will have their rooms rated by 
the day, which will range from $2 to $4. 
A committee of four, consisting of Gov- 
ernor Itudd, Bongs, Field and Johnson, 
was appointed to bring tliu hotel-keep- 
era together to clasaifv their rooms and 
make a schedule of prices of the various 
rooms. A committee consisting of Os- 
trander, Spcrry and Clinch wan ap- 
pointed to change the by-lawa, BO aa to 
virtually do nwny with the executive 
committee and throw the various baai- 
nfiaa with the various committees. 


A communication from a committee 


representing the Merced and Yoautnite 
Itailroiul Co:npiiny wa» read asking the 
Yoaemito valloy commiaaionera to aid 
them in eeniirinf; a right of wny through 
the VeBomito National park up the Mer- 
ced river to the line of the Yoeemito 
valloy grant. Quite n heated argument 
next cumo when the specifications for a 
bridge across the 
O&HCfule creek wan 


read. It was finally referred to tho 
committee on roads and bridges. Next 
in order waa the election of guardian of 
the valley. Mr. Caley Clark was put 
in nomination by Oatrander, and as 
there fcere no other nominations Mr. 
Clark waa unanimously elected guard- 
ian for the ensuing year,
